Dixon stated that the health care 
system in California is “broken” 
and that “San Jose Medical is not 
the first hospital to become a vic- 
tim.”

James Pp McEntee, Sr. (April 9, 1931 - Sept. 13, 2004)

James McEntee was not a complicated man. His pur- 
pose in life was simple and direct: to help the less fortu- 
nate and to promote the respectful treatment of all people, 
regardless of age, gender, race, or nationality. 

When he died on Sunday, September 12 at the age of 
73, he was one of a handful of individuals who profoundly 
helped set in motion the transformation of an entire 
county. 

His patiently insistent, and passionate dedication to 
bringing government into the perspective of humanitar- 
ian service has created a legacy of programs —not the 
least of which was the formation of the Santa Clara 
County Office of Human Relations (OHR), the first of 
its Kind in the Nation. 

Jim served as OHR director for over 27 years, as 
well as in advisory and board positions within numerous 
social service and human rights organizations. The pro-

A summer vacation tracking down UFOs

that appear in certain images of 
Earth from space. Erin worked 
with scientists on the MISR 
project to track down these 
mysterious features. MISR 
(which stands for Multi-angle 
Imaging SpectroRadiometer) is 
one of five instruments on the 
Earth-orbiting Terra satellite. 
MISR has nine separate cameras, 
all pointing downward at very 
different angles. As the satellite 
passes overhead, each camera, in 
turn, takes a picture of the same 
piece of Earth. Because the 
cameras are looking at the same 
part of Earth from different points 
of view, the nine pictures will be 
different, sometimes in dramatic 
ways, sometimes ever so slightly. 

Erin’s job was to carefully 
examine the pictures looking for 
any flashes of light that might be 
visible from just one of the nine 
angles. Such flashes are caused 
by sunlight bouncing off very 
reflective surfaces (such as a 
mirror, glass, or water), and can 
be seen if a camera is pointed at 
just the right angle to catch them. 

When Erin began working at 
JPL, scientists on the MISR 
project had already identified two 
large flashes out in the middle of 
the Mojave Desert in Southern 


California. These turned out to be 
from solar power generating 
stations. Soon, Erin began finding 
flashes all over the place. 
Sometimes she could figure out 
what they were by searching the 
Internet. She also learned how to 
apply her math knowledge to 
figuring out how the objects 
would have to be oriented in order 
to be seen by a particular MISR 
camera. 

One time, she and her family 
drove to the exact location of a 
flash to figure out what it was. 
There they found a group of large 
greenhouses. Another time, she 
and a team of MISR scientists and 
students went on a field trip to the 
exact locations of some flashes, 
where they found more 
greenhouses, large warehouses 
with corrugated metal roofs, a 
glass-enclosed shopping mall, 
and a solar-paneled barn. 

Sometimes, they could find 
nothing at all that could have 
caused the flash. Those remain 
“UFOs” to this day! 

Erin says, “Ever since I was 
a toddler, I’ve wanted to be an 
astronaut. But, as a more practical 
career, I want to be an aerospace 
engineer.” She says of her 
experience this summer at JPL, 


“It was an excellent first job! I 
saw a side of JPL I didn’t know 
existed. I thought JPL just did 
things like Mars Rovers and 
exploring other planets. I didn’t 
know they did all these Earth 
studies.”

El Presidente de México 
Vicente Fox, enfrenta, a poco más 
de la mitad de su sexenio, un nuevo 
reto.

The sudden announcement to close San José Medical Center on December 9, 2004, 
was a stunning development. The SJMC Chief Executive wants us to believe he needed to 
close San José Medical Center because of growing losses, labor shortages, unfunded state 
mandates, and low reimbursement rates. The facts are: 

Every other for-profit hospital in Santa Clara County except Regional Medical Cen- 
ter (same owner as SJMC) is turning a profit. El Camino Hospital in Mountain View 
posted a record profit in 2002. 

The announcement to eventually close SJMC was first made in 1999. Therefore, there 
was no incentive to improve the bottom line at SIMC. (HCA is well known for buying 
several competing hospitals and closing the least profitable one). 

With the loss of 200,000 jobs in Silicon Valley, nursing shortages are probably tem- 
porary, if the working conditions are acceptable. 

As for the unfunded state mandate to retrofit the building; HCA bought the hospital in 
1996, the state law to mandate retrofiting was passed in 1994, following the Northridge

I believe the most compelling reason for the 90 day notice is not even mentioned in 
the letter published in the Mercury. Sitting on Governor Schwarzenegger’s desk is As- 
sembly Bill 2874, authored by Assemblyman Manny Diaz of San José. AB 2874 was 
written to enable a community to reopen a hospital after an announced closure. 

With the approval of voters, Assemblyman Díaz's bill would allow the downtown 
community to establish a “health-care district” to replace services at San José Medical 
Center. In addition, it requires the former hospital owner (HCA) to sell the hospital back 
to the “health-care district” at fair market value. By announcing this closure before AB 
2874 can take effect, HCA has decided to block any attempts to restore a full service 


hospital at SJMC. 


The ball is now in the hands of the San José City Council. HCA (SJMC owner) wants 
. to expand the Regional Medical Center on the east side. The City Council should ask 
HCA to comply with all provisions of AB 2874 before the expansion of Regional Medi- 


cal Center comes before the San José Planning Commission.

Illegal immigrants: Costing 
Or producing billions?

They cost the federal government $10 bil- 
lion annually, according to the Center for Im- 
migration Studiés (CIS), a Washington think 
tank which favors tighter immigration controls. 

¿Who are they? Illegal immigrants. If they 
became legalized, they'd cost the federal gov- 
ernment $29 billion. 

The report by CIS is not surprising given 
their political stance. Unfortunately, it confirms 
many Americans’ negative impressions about 
undocumented workers and offers no solutions. 

The report does acknowledge that undocu- 
mented immigrants work, but states that they 
receive a lot more in benefits than what they 
contribute in taxes. The reason for this “defi- 
cit” is their low educational level which results 
in their low incomes. Since they are paid little, 
they don’t make a net “profit” for our society. 

There is little doubt that undocumented 
workers are not paid very well. Have you ever 
asked someone mowing your lawn how much 
his boss is paying him? Have you ever won- 
dered what the person cleaning your hotel room 
earns? Have you ever thought about the salary 
of the person who picked the lettuce you eat? 

Of course, those questions don’t come to 
mind. It’s not your business to inquire about the 
workers who produce the goods and services 
you use. But it’s not that complicated. Compa- 
nies hiring undocumented workers pay them 
very little and they don’t provide them 
healthcare or benefits. 

What happens when labor costs are low- 
ered? Some people benefit. Those people are 
the companies and at the same time the con- 
sumer — you. 

Since undocumented workers are provided 
few benefits, if any, from their companies, it’s 
inevitable that when they need services some- 
one else pays. 

That’s you, the taxpayers. Of course, we are 
all happy when prices are low but when we have 
to pay, we feel the pain. Yet, we should not get 
mad at the illegal immigrant who is desperate 
for a job. 

Your anger should be directed at those do- 
ing the hiring. They often pay undocumented 
workers under the table and therefore make no 
contributions to the general fund. 

The CIS study does not address the profits 
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made by companies when they hire undocu- 
mented workers. Their goal is pretty obvious. 
They want to make it difficult if not impossible 
for the government to offer any kind of amnesty 
to the estimated 8 to 10 million undocumented 
workers living in the U.S. The study is also si- 
lent about the consumption and economic ac- 
tivity produced by undocumented workers. 

The study does not say anything about how 
much labor costs would increase if all of a sud- 
den all the undocumented workers were de- 
ported. Would our economy collapse? Would 
their absence devastate the economy of Cali- 
fornia and other states in which agriculture is a 
major industry? What ‘about the $7 billion an- 
nual windfall from undocumented workers’ pay- 
roll to Social Security and Medicare, which, to 
its credit, the CIS study acknowledges? 

Everyone knows that while on the one hand 
people are against illegal immigration, when it 
comes to business, priorities are established. 

Once in a while you hear about the U.S. 
Border Patrol conducting raids, as it happened 
not too long ago in Southern California. 

These raids never occur during harvest time 
in the agriculture industry. One such raid, how- 
ever, did occur several years ago in Georgia, 
during the harvest of sweet Vidalia onions. 

The screams about “la migra” did not come 
from the undocumented workers but from the 
owners who contacted their elected officials in 
Washington. The raids during harvests stopped 
and you won’t hear about them. The message is 
clear. We don’t want illegal immigrants, but at 
the same time we want their work. _ 

Proof that we want their work is even ap- 
parent in the political contributions made by 
companies to President George W. Bush. Em- 
ployers from farm and construction work to res- 
taurateurs and others support the idea of having 
guest workers to avoid labor shortages. The U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, which represents 3 mil- 
lion small businesses across the country, sup- 
ports the plan of a guest worker program pro- 
posed by Bush. 

The guest workers proposal and some form 
of amnesty for undocumented workers already 
in the country are, however, unlikely to become 
a reality soon. Undocumented workers have no 
lobbyists in Washington and politicians from 
both parties are unwilling to act particularly in 
an election year, fearing a backlash from con- 
servative voters. Yet, it will happen not because 
of humanitarian concerns, but rather because it’s 
good for business interests which have lobby- 
ists in Washington.

Washington (EFE) —The 
U.S. Department of the Treasury 
dealt a harsh blow to the financial 
network of Colombia’s Cali drug 
cartel by freezing the assets last 
Tuesday of 23 companies and 118 
individuals accused of fronting for 
the organization. 

The government thereby 
halted any financial and commer- 
cial transactions the persons or 
firms could have with U.S. enti- 
ties, according to the Treasury re- 
port on the measure. 

“Today”s action assails the fi- 
nancial infrastructure of the noto- 
rious Cali drug cartel,” the 
Treasury’s undersecretary for en- 
forcement, Stuart Levey, said. 

The United States vowed to 
continue its commitment to un- 
ravel the operations of drug traf- 
fickers and their cartels “by expos- 
ing, isolating and incapacitating 


o nds ,

their agents and sham companies 
and by denying them access to the 
U.S. financial system,” Levy said. 


The companies and individu- 
als included on Washington’s list 
of drug traffickers are a “vital part” 


of the Cali cartel's financial net- 
work. Key players include phar- 
maceutical firms such as the drug- 
store chain Drogas La Rebaja, 
pharmaceutical laboratory Farma- 
coop and cosmetics manufacturer 
Cosmepop. 

The cartel leaders, brothers 
Gilberto and Miguel Rodríguez 
Orejuela, were arrested in 1995 
and are currently being processed 
for extradition to the United 
States. 

In 1995, the U.S. government 
declared an economic war against 
Colombian drug traffickers and 
since then, 1.094 companies and 
individuals have had their funds 
blocked in the United States.

whole new reading of the move- 
ment.” 

The exhibit, curated by Leah 
Dickerman, came into being 
when Washington's National Gal- 
lery of Art received “No. 9, Na- 
ture Morte Espagnole” (1915), an 
extremely important piece in the 
Rivera collection “that had been 
given up for lost until Katherine 
Graham donated it to the mu- 
seum,” Morales said. 

After that donation, the Na- 
tional Gallery decided to devote 
an exhibit to this specific period 
of Rivera's artistic life. 

The exhibit, shown from 
April to July in Washington, will 
now give the Mexican public its 
first chance to see this piece and 
other little-known works from the 
period, such as “Still Life with 
Gray Bowl” (1915).

Jim’s mastery of conflict 
resolution and building ‘bridges’ 
between cultures and causes 
could perhaps be a result of his 
early seminary training or his 
many years as a Roman Catho- 
lic priest at St. Catherine’s 
Church in Morgan Hill. It could 
also be the result of the team- 
work with his wife, Ann, who he 
married after leaving the priest- 
hood in 1973 to pursue a minis- 
try in “private practice.” Ann 
McEntee literally walked side- 
by-side with Jim along the many 
marches for the rights of the dis- 
enfranchised and in the advo- 
cacy battles for the homeless, 
poor, and abused. 

They were both good 
friends of the civil rights and 
farm worker leader, César 
Chavez. Jim could speak Span- 
ish and was a tireless supporter 
of all immigrant causes. 

Jim was responsible in the 
early 80s, for urging the county 
to open its armories to the home- 
less during the wet and cold 
months of winter; a practice con- 
sequently adopted by other 
counties in the state. 

Jim is survived by his wife, 
Ann; his daughters, Ramona 
Pena, Maria Jack, Dianne 
McEntee-Sanck, Amy McEntee, 
and Chynecy McEntee; his sons, 
Jesse Pena, James McEntee Jr., 
Peter, Erin Grey; by brothers, 
Ben McEntee, John McEntee, 
and Robert McEntee; and his sis- 
ters, Mary Hart and Patricia 
Baxter.
